TMF NEW TARIFF BILL 


TUERK all (‘ady appears to bt* a concerted attempt ort the part 
of the opposition press to discredit the tariff bill as reported to the 
Senate. 
Of course, this was to he expected. 
The principal objection in the editorial opposition consists 
of the time-worn assertion that the rates proposed are outrage­ 
ously high, and this will no doubt be I lie* main point of their con­ 
tention. 
It is claimed that the rates are very much higher than 
those in the Payne-Aldrieh law. 
The average ad valorem rate of the Pay ire-A Id rich law dur­ 
ing its entire life did net exceed 20 per cent. 
In its last year it 
registered 17.5 per cent. 
Fifty-four per cent of the imports of 
1913 were free of duty. 
Treasury actuaries estimate that the bill now before the Sen­ 
ate will, as now drafted, yield about $325,000,000—som ething less 
than was realized during the Iii st full year of the Payne-Aldrieh 
law. 
From 1898 to 1908, under the Dingley protective tariff, our 
imports increased 81 per cent. 
This was a natural growth and 
so regulated as not to disrupt American production. 
It is not too much to exploit, considering all the facts, that 
even with the Fordney- M el’umber bill in effect our import trade 
within tile next year or so may be estimated at two or possibly 
two and a half billions. 
Upon that basis, if the revenue estimates 
of the Treasury actuaries are approximately correct, the a vc ray 
ad valorem rate will be HL perhaps only 13 per cent, which is 
lower than the Payne-Aldrieh ad valorem. 
The pending hill raises the rates on practically all products 
competing with those of American agriculture. 
The duties on 
manufactured products show general reductions when compared 
with the Payne-Aldrieh law. 
The duties on cotton cloths under 
the Payne-Aldrieh law, for instance, averaged 43 per cent, while 
the rates in the present bill range from 15 to IO per cent; most of 
the steel manufactures show reductions; so do manufactures of 
wool, aluminum, earthware, automobiles, glass, and others. 
It 
is presumed that, in general, these rates en manufactures are 
agreeable to the interests concerned, since they were given ample 
opportunity to present their statements.
